HE Marquefs qe Puifieux, Ambaffador 

of France, wrote a Letter, dated the 16th 

of March, to the Canton of Berne; to 

defire them, in the Name of the King 

his Mafter, and in conformity with the 
Alliance that is between them, to levy for him aRe- 
giment compos’d of 3 Battalions, on certain advan- 
tagious Conditions; and added, that he had Order 
to affure them, his Majefty would renew the Treaty 
concerning Salt made in 1692, and that the faid Can- 
ton fhould receive the Profits that would accrue to 
them from the fame, regularly every Year. This 
Affair being of Importance in ‘the prefent Juncture, 
and their Lordthips of Berne not returning an An{wer 
fo quick as he expected, He addrefs'd the following 
Letter to them the 26th of the fame Month.

Not doubting your Com- 
pliance with my requeft, I fend to you the Chevalier 
de Lumage, who is fully inftructed to treat of Terms 
for this New Regiment, to whom I defire you to 

ive as much Credit as to my (elf, whatever lie 
frall propofe in my Name. Iam perfwaded, by ma- 
ny Reafons, that you will not refufe this Levy to his 
Majefty, who will gratefully acknowledge it: But 
if you fhoulg not comply with the Requeft I have 
made to you in his Name, I am perfwaded his Ma- 
jefty will be extremely furpriz’d at fuch a Refufal, 
efpecially at a time when Troops are almoft publick- 
ly rais'd in your Territories for the Duke of Savoy, 
with whom you have no Alliance; at a time, in fhort, 
when your Burghers and Subjects thew publickly 
the Commiffions they have taken to enter into the 
fervice of that Prince ; whence it appears, thar if 
you have not directly confented to it, you have ta- 
citely fignified, that you do not look upon thofe who 
have taken fuch. Commiffions to have done an Act 
of Difobedience to you. "Tis not without Caufe, 
Magnificent Lords, that I make this Reprefentation 
to you ; for I have juft receiv'd a Letter from the 
King, by which I am furprizd to find that his Ma- 
jefty is better inform'’d of what has pafs’d in your 
Ferritories in this Affair, than J, who refide bur 6 
Leagues from your Capital City. I had the honour 
to write to you ro defire you would give very ftrict 
Orders for hindring the raifing of Troops in your 
Canton, for the Dike of Savoy, 2s yon had often 
affur'd me you would ; But his Majefty tells me, 
that your Orders have been ill executed fecing it is 
certain there are 2 Regiments in Piemont, that were 
raisd in your Territories. His Majefty adds, thar 
he has receiv’d a Lift of the Officers that ferve in 
thofe Regiments; that they did not get into Piemoat 


- fecretly ; that ng Perfon will queftion the Truth of

Manner the Paffages out of your Country into the

and that none are ftop’d from pafling. Wherefore, 
the’King has order’d me to put you in mind of the 
8th Article of the Perpetual Peace, which is confirm’d 
by the 13th. Permit me, Magnificent Lords, to in- 
treat you to reflect Serioufly upon it; and to ask you, 
Whether it becomes you, who are otherwife fo care- 
ful to fee your Orders obey’d, to fuffer one of the 
principal Articles of the perpetual Peace to be broken? 
when that Peace does not fo much as allow you to 
grant a patlage to his Majefty’s Enemies ; and lefs, 
confequently, to fuffer to be rais’d in your Territories 
(in {pice of your own publick Prbhibitions,) Troops 
to ferve againft a Prince your Ally, who daily gives 
you new Marks of his Efteem and Confideration, 
and endeavours with all poflible Care to keep up a 
perfect good Underftanding with you. ’Tis eafie for 
you, Magnificent Lords, to remedy this Abufe, and 
to keep a ftricter Eye upon thofe who flight your 
Orders ; they are in your Dominions ; moft of them 
were born your Burghers, or your Subjects; and you 
may, if you pleafe, make them own the Truth of 
what I have faid. You are abfolure Mafters in your 
own Dominions, and befides are Wife and clear- 
fighted ; fo thatI am in no further Apprehenfion 
concerning this Matter. J will only add, thar if after 
what has pafs’d in your Canton in favour of the’ 
Duke of Savoy, you fhould refufe the King the Re- 
giment he demands ; you would fhew fuch a Parti- 
ality as his Majefty has no caufe ro look ier. ButI 
repeat to you once more, thar if you give him the 
Satisfaction he éxpects on this occafion, you will re- 
ceive all the Marks you can reafonably defire of his 
Acknowledgment ; For I can affure you his Majefty, 
wifhes you would engage him by Proofs of your fit- 
cere Affection, to give you folid Marks of his Royal 
Kirdnefs. I pray God to maintain you in Profpe- 
rity, &c.

‘Tho’ I make no doubt the Regents of Zurich will 
com municate to you a Letter’ I have written to the 
Helvetick Body ; Yet Iam glad of an occafion,Mag- 
nificent Lords, to fend you a Copy of it, to Thew the 
particular Confideration Ihave for you. 


Magnificent Zords' 
U know, that when your Deputies defir’d me in 
the laft Diet to obtain of the King my Mafter a 
Nentrality for all Savoy, f ask’d them, on what Foot 
you expected to have that Nentrality ; whether you 
meant that that Province fhould be reftor’d to the Duke 
of Savoy, and that His Majefty fhould withdraw his 
Troops out of it; whether you would leave the Guard: 
of it to the Native Inhabitants ; or, laftly, whether 
ou defign'd to have it guarded by your own Troops. 
{ deniended likewife, in cafe one of the laft Expedients 
fhould be agreed to, whether you would engage your 
felves to be anfwerable for all the Inconveniencies that 
might enfue, and make good all the Damage His Maje- + 
fty’s Territories might receive thereby. The Affembly 
broke up without giving me any Anfwer, and prefently 
after I difpatch’d Monfieur de St. Colombe to the King, 
to give him an Account of whit paft’d in the Diet that . 
was held here, and to know Lis Majefty’s Refolutions 
thereupon. The King has done me the Honour to fig- 
nifie to me by a Letter I juft now receiv’d, that he has 
kept Monfieur de St. Colombe all this while, with De- 
fign to fend by him Orders for me, according to the 
Anfwer you fhould giveto the Queftions I put to your” 
Deputies in his Name ;.But he adds, that, feeing you 
have not yet deglar’d on what Foot you would have that 
a Neutrality 
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Neutrality, and confequently that I could mot inform 
him. of your Intentions about it; He is about to fend 
back the faid Monfieur de St. Colombe to me. At the 
fume Time, His Majefty ordérs me to demand with- 
out Delay, Magnificent Lords, your Refolutions touch- 
ing that Neutrality; and-to tell you on his part, 
that as foon as you have fully explain’d your felves on 
that Affair, he will immediately make known his In- 
tentions to me by an exprefs Meffenger. I thought my 
fel€ oblig’d not to defer one Moment to inform you of 
this, to the end you may take your Meafures, and de- 
tershine what Aniwer you would have me return on 
your part to the King my Mafter.

The next Morning the 
Worcefter took a{ma!l Englifh built Ketch laden 
wich Oyfters, both which Prizes the Maidftone hath 
brought into this Road, having lefc the Worcefter 
and Dunwich wich Caprain Thompfon and the 
Guernfey Privaceers to block up thofe that got into 
Cherburg. The Men of War had an Account that 
a Fleet of French Merchant-Men richly laden and 
bound to the Eaft of France, lay in St. Malloes under 
2 Convoys, one of 60 and the other of 7o Guns, of 
which they hope to give a good Account. _ f 

Shields, April 8. Yefterday there came into this 
Port about 200 Sail of light Colliers, their Convoys 
being the Nightingal and Chefter, the former is gone 
for Scotland. We have here about 50 Sail of laden 
Colliers ready to fail as foon as the Wind is fair.
